Used in the ancient custom of the marriage 
ceremony ; similar to our use of the wedding 
ring ; the bride holds the scabbard, the groom 
the sword; they lock the weapon, it makes 
them one; the sword belongs to the priest; 
this example is of the Chow dynasty; the 
blade is tempered copper and inscribed; the 
handle and scabbard is inlaid with silver and 
precious stones, ruby, jade, tourmalin, etc.; 
it is a unique and beautiful object and should 
go to a museum; it is in a glass case made 
in China. 



96 Old Japanese Bronze Temple Lantern 

Of beautiful design; it stands 56 inches high; 
pagoda like in form ; a rich patina and the 
seal mark of the artist, Jo-Sai Ku ; from an 
old temple in Nagasaki; it is mounted on a 
carved teakwood stand, 38 inches high, and 
together the stand and lantern is 7 feet 10 
inches. 



97 Large Japanese Bronze Elephant 

Beautifully modelled and true to nature; 
this "Grand Old Party" symbol is 38 inches 
long and 18 inches high; his trunk protrud- 
ing outward in stately majesty as if bellow- 
ing forth a glorious victory; it stands on a 
teakwood base and is the work of the fa- 
mous artist, Kizamu, and bears his seal 
mark, "Dai Nippon Gen rin Sai."

famous Sartseff collection and are very pre- 
cious.

Of symmetrical bottle shape ; its body color 
a rich turquoise blue enamelled on a heavy 
copper foundation; there is pictured in in- 
laid wire and enamel colors a design of au- 
tumnal flowers and branches on which are 
nestling a pair of doves ; a rare and beautiful 
work of Namakawa of Kioto; on a teakwood 
stand.

upon which is painted in blue the King 
watching his servants performing their duty ; 
on a teakwood stand. 



381 Tall Beaker Chinese Porcelain Vase 

Important example of the jamille rose deco- 
rated in enamel colors ; portraying a festival 
party of mandarins ; it is a rare specimen of 
the Yung Ching period, 1 723 ; the lip has 
been repaired in China with gold lacquer; 
has a teakwood stand. 



382 Chinese Blue and White Gallipot Jar 

Made in the Kanghae era; the decoration is 
a court scene in the presence of the em- 
peror ; painted in rich cobalt blue and a re- 
markable specimen of this highly prized por- 
celain ; has teakwood stand and cover. 



383 Pair of Ming Celadon Crackle Vases 

They are bottle form, on each side of which 
is modelled a standing duck gracefully 
stretching its neck so that the head looks into 
the bottle, and the neck forms the handle; 
unique in design ; they were used as flower 
holders in front of a family shrine ; the Ming 
seal mark 1465 is on the foot; on teakwood 
stands. 



384 Rock Crystal Carving 

The figure of Hotei, the children's God, is 
reclining on a carved teakwood canopy, un- 
der which there is a feathered rock crystal 
ball symbolizing Hotei's goodness of heart; 
a fine piece of old Chinese crystal carv- 
ing of the Kien lung era. . 



385 Pure Rock Crystal Ball 

The ball, a perfect sphere, is full three 
inches diameter, cut from a flawless piece of 
rock crystal ; absolutely perfect ; mounted on 
a solid pure silver stand around which a 
dragon is coiled, struggling to reach the mys- 
terious crystal ; the silver work was executed 
by Sin-Gu-Sai; the Japanese government 
guarantee of solid silver is marked on the 
base ; this piece is a companion to one in my 
sale of last year and now in the collection 
of Daniel Duffie, Esq. 



386 Japanese Zugi Carving and Crystal Ball 

A most artistic boxwood (Zugi) figure of a 
charming country girl carrying on her head 
a bundle of faggots, in which rests a pure 
rock crystal ball 1^4 inches diameter; sym- 
bolizing "A coarse dress may carry a pure 
heart." 



387 Old Chinese Ivory Balls Within Ball 

A large ivory ball with minute and intricate 
carving all over the surface; measuring 3^ 
inches diameter ; inside the outer ball there 
are twelve more decreasing in size to inch ; 
each inner ball is also carved and pierced and 
detached ; a marvel of skill which none but 
the Chinese have done; a similar ball ex- 
cited the wonderment of Lord Tennyson, 
upon which he paraphrased the verses, 
"Sphere Within Sphere," etc. ; it is suspended 
in the centre of a carved teakwood frame ; 
owing to its age and the ravages of the 
China- Japan war several of the inner balls 
were slightly shattered. 



388 Old Chinese Ivory Carving 



The benign figure of a Chinese sage is cu- 
riously carved from a whale's tooth ; mount- 
ed on a teakwood stand. 



389 Washington and Franklin in Ivory 

Two most interesting bas-reliefs of the father 
and founder of our country are encircled in 
two (2) wonderfully carved floral ivory 
frames of old Chinese workmanship ; a cer- 
tain oriental physiognomy is noticeable in the 
otherwise perfect portraits of these immortal 
personages ; they are secured on a teakwood 
panel in the form Of a shield. 



389a Carved Ivory Handle 

For a cane or umbrella; this handle was 
carved and designed by Jul. Feron, a French 
artist and friend of Borye ; it represents a 
panther crouching on the limb of a tree .and 
is a most powerful piece of modelling. 



390 Rhinoceros Libation Cup and Stand 

Carved from the horn of a rhinoceros ; these 
cups were used in China as a guard against 
poisoning by liquids ; no royal personage was 
without one ; the richness of decoration on 
some pieces is marvellous; a collection of 
similar cups has just been presented to our 
Metropolitan Museum by J. P. Morgan, Esq. 



391 Large Specimen of Natural Amber 

A very large and important piece of Baltic 
amber left in its natural form; it has only 
been polished,' displaying its rich and beau- 
tiful colors, blending in clouds clear and 
opaque; mounted on an elaborately carved 
teakwood stand. 



391a String of Large Amber Beads 

A massive string of opaque amber beads 
from Arabia; used there and in Africa for 
adornment and current as money or coin. 



392 Natural Piece of Burmese Amber 

Somewhat in the form of a tulip; appro- 
priately mounted on a carved teakwood 
stand; it is brilliant in lustre and the amber 
is full of small particles of vegetable mat- 
ter, thus preserved for hundreds of centuries. 



392a String of Clear Amber Beads 

From the choicest of Baltic amber; these 
beads have been cut and faceted in the an- 
cient town of Danzig; are of a golden wine 
color, more brilliant than topaz. 




393 Jadestone Palace Bell 

A shield shape placque of carved jade; on its 
face the emblems of good cheer are cut in 
ornamental fashion ; the placque is suspended 
by a chain cut from the solid jade; a most 
dexterous and difficult operation ; the links, 
chain and bell being one piece; the jade has 
a clear tone and is suspended in a framelike 
stand of carved teakwood; the jade is 10x8 
inches ; the frame 12x20 inches ; taken from 
the imperial palace in the China- Japan war. 



394 Old Chinese Carved Jade Figure 

A quaint figure of a boy standing and look- 
ing sideways with a dog in his arms ; mount- 
ed on teakwood stand. 



395 Antique Jade Libation Cup 

Pitcher shape, with a handle of archaic de- 
sign and Greek border around the edge ; on a 
teakwood stand. 



396 Chinese Circular Jade Buckle 

With landscape engraved on its face ; mount- 
ed on carved teakwood stand. 



397 A Pair of Japanese Carved Wood Figures 

Very ancient, two centuries old ; from a tem- 
ple in Nara; splendid examples of sculpture 
in that era; called the Nio guardians of the 
temple. 



398 Grand Chinese Cloisonne Ming Vase 



An ancient vase variously decorated in fanci- 
ful design ; all the interstices filled in with 
enamel colors of wondrous beauty ; 29 inches 
high ; on a carved teakwood base. 



399 Chinese Sun Spot Bronze Vase 

Of fine quality and beautiful form; a very 
important piece, 15 inches high, and bear- 
ing the seal mark Sung-te-nan-Chee ; mount- 
ed on a carved teakwood stand. 



400 Large Chinese Bronze Statue 

An old bronze Jess, the God of Fire ; called 
by Chinese Wah-Kwan (a great God) ; 
found at Tunking, China, where it stood for 
over a century; a standing figure; curious 
and quaint ; its height, including the bronze 
base, is 6 feet.
